Unſhamefaced and Unmodeſt, ſuck look 
upon: ſuch things to become them, -are cleathed with 
eorruptible and unquiet Spirits, that do not poſſeſs God- 
lizeſs with good Works; and theſe outward Ornaments, 
as plating and broiding* the Hair:, and wearing of 
Gold, and Pearls, andeoſtly Array ; the Apoſtle ſaith, 
Do mor become Women profeſsing Godlineſs with good 
Works ; but them that do not profefs Goviineſs, that 
are Shameleſs and Unſober , they may becume {ſuch 
Women that' db not: traſt in God, their corruptible 
Spirit may lead them to adorn themſelves with ſuch 
things, as is ſaid before, which the Apoſtle forbids ;

Concerning Children and Young People. 


A? D if Children and young People muſt be left and 
let alone to themſelves, and not be Admonithed, 
Exhorted and- Reftrained trom the Evil and Vanities of 
the.World, then why. did Moſes and the Prophets, and 
the Apoſtles, which were ſent of God, exhort the Peo- 
ple to train up their Children in the fear of the Lord, 
and to teach them his Law while they were Young, 
thatthey might not depart from it when they were Old ? 
and if that they did,the Lorddid Judge them, as ye ma 
read in the Scriptures of Truth ; and if that they mu 
be left to themſelves, and not reſtrained from Evil, thea 
how .came it to paſs that old Ely loſt his Life, and his 
Prie{thood, and the Ark of God, or not reſtraining his 
Chil.'ren from evil? 

And again,if that they muſt be lefr to themſelves, why 
did the Prophets and the Apoſtles ſay,that they muſt ner 
Quench, nor Vex, nor Grieve, nor Rebel againſt the 
Spirit &f God, nor turn the Grace of God into Wanton- 
nels, nor walk deſpitefully againſt the Spirit of Grace? 
but walk in the Spirit, and in the Truth, and in the 
Light, and to Love it, aad not to Hate at; for they that 
do not Love it, the Light, but Hate it, are Condemed 
by it, and ſo grow 1n the Condemnation, and are not in 
the Juſtification of Life. 

The Lord God commanded Abraham to Circumciſe 
himſelf and his Children, and ſervants that were Boughr 
with Money, and were Born in his Houſe.

eumciftion. And the Lord ſaid, That Soul fhall be cus © 
off that is not Circumciſed, he hath brokew my Covenant of 
outward Cireumciflon, as you may ſee, Genefss 17. Here 
you may ſee, Abraham was to: teach and inftruQ his Fa- 
mily and Servants, and he: was not to keep any Man or 
Servant that was Uncircumciſed in his Pamily. 

Now you that profeſs the new Covenant, are not you, 
and all your Children-and Servants to be Circumciſed 
with the Spirit of Circumciſion ? and de net they that 
have 'not the Body of Death"agd the Sins of the Fleſh, 
cut off by Circumeiſion; go down into the Pit, and not 
into the Paradiſe, and the Kingdom of 'God ; and there. 
fore may not ſuch Uncircumciſed by the Spirit hurt the 
Families of true'Chriſtians in the Light. 

Therefore conſider 46rahims was not to ſuffer any of 
his Children and Servants that were Bought with his 
Money, or Born in his Hoafe to be Uncircumciſed, ' in * 
the old Covenant, this care the Lord laid upon him, in 
his Family, inthe old Covenant. 'Fhercince confider 
you that profeſs the new Covenant of the Spirit of Cir- 
cumciſion, what care lies uponyou- in your Pamilies, of 
Teaching #:d Inſ{truQting your Servants and Children, - 
and to bring them to the Spirit of Circumlicion.
